SPECIAL GUNS 
FOR THE NAVY. 
Best in the World Promiscd to 
Ward off Any Air 
Attacks. 


[BY A. P. NIGHT WIRE.) 

WASHINGTON, July 17.— 
Construction of enough high- 
power anti-aircraft guns to 
supply all active battleships 
and cruisers of the navy has 
been completed, it was an- 
nounced today by Secretary 
Daniels. The new weapons are 
believed by navy experts to be 
the longest range guns of that 
type in the world. The battie- 
ships Pennsylvania and Ne- 
vada already are equipped 
with two each, and the same 
number will be mounted on 
the other vessels when they go 
to their home yards for over- 
hauling. The new gun is a 3- 
inch fifty-caliber weapon that 
will throw a shell 27,000 feet 
in the air at an angle of 90 
deg. On each ship one will 
be mounted forward and one 
aft, with an all-round fire, so 
that the ir. Can sweep the 
skies in any, direction.

COMMENT ON THE SITUATION. 


Bad weather has settled down over 
the fighting front in France. Hose- 
tilities have virtually ceased for the 
moment in the Somme region, where 
had credited to 
gains 
Against the Germans near Bazentin- 
le-Petit wood, in the vicinity of 
Longueval, and at Orvillers-La Bots- 
elle. Bombardments are in progress 
near Sovuville, in the Verdun sector. 
In local actions during the rain and 
mist the British have captured addi- 
tional German prisoners in the 
Somme region, and brought up their 
total since July 1 to 189 officers 
and 10.779 men of other ranks. Jn 
addition seventeen heavy and 3 
lighter guns have fallen into British 
hands during this period, not count- 
ing many not yet brought in and oth- 
ers destroyed by bombardments.

UBMARINE 
RETINTED. 


Looks Like Nothing 
in the Ocean. 


Artists Employed to Paint 
Even the White Caps on 
the U-Boat. 


But Date of Her Departure on 
the Home Voyage will be 
Kept Secret. : 


[BY DIRECT w DISPATCH. ] 

ALTIMORE, July 17.— The 

lookouts and guards about the 

submarine Deutschland, now 
transformed by paint to resemble 
the colors and other phenomena of 
the sea, even to the white caps, are 
keeping a close watch for bombs or 
infernal machines. 

Paul Hilken for the submarine, 
company and Capt. Koenig have 
been taking precautions and inspect- 
ing closely every box brought to the 
pier. Not a single box containing 
cargo is stowed until it has been 
opened and the contents examined. 

The Deutschland’s men are tak- 
ing no chances, and no bombs will 
get aboard their ship. 

That the time is near for the un- 
dersea carrier to steal away for the 
dash across and under the Atlantic 
is evidenced by the increasing pre- 
caution and care taken for her 
safety. 

All last night the tug Timmins 
and a motor yacht, both owned by 
the local company handling the 
business of the U-boat, kept a close 
watch with their searchlights played 
about the premises throughout the 
entire night in order that no person 
or craft might approach. The in- 
stant anything or any person came 


near instructions were given to have 
them driven away. | 

QUESTION OF DOCUMENTS. 

The statement that Capt. Koenig 
would go to New York to receive a 
package of official mail for the Ger- 
man Foreign Office from Ambas- 
sador Bernstorff was flatly denied 
by Mr. Hilken, who declared most 
emphatically that the captain would 
not leave Baltimore. This, however, 
would not prevent the gallant com- 
mander of the Deutschland from 
carrying important documents to his 
government. 

The Deutschiand, the first — * 
rine merchant ship which arrived in 
this port, July 10, with a precious 
cargo of dyestuffs worth a million 
or more, is ready with her new 
equally-valuable ocean-wave coat of 
paint on and cargo of rubber and 
nickel stowed away, to glide quietly 
down the Chesapeake Bay, steal out 
through the Capes and the three- 
mile limit under cover of darkness, 
then plunge into the depths of the 
Atlantic until she has eluded the 
watchful-waiting British warships 
and speed on to her German home 
port. It is believed she will get 
away within forty-eight hours. No 
American or any other man has 
been engaged to take the place of 
the member of the crew who will 
remain here with Schumacher & Co. 
He performed clerical service, and 
Capt. Koenig and officials of the 
Eastern Forwarding Company posi- 
tively assert that no American will 
return on the vessel. 

Concerning the time of the sub- 
marine’s departure, Paul Hilken of 
the company tonight said: 

“No one will know when the 
Deutschland leaves if we can pre- 
vent it.“ 

That the time for the final prep- 
arations for the hazardous voyage 
has arrived is apparent in the an- 
nouncement made today that no 
more visitors, whether representa- 
tives of the government or not, 
would be permitted aboard, and 
there are also indications that the 
local port authorities will help Capt. 
Koenig to accomplish this sort of 
getaway. Collector of the Port Wil- 
liam Ryan will not say anything 
now beyond the mere statement that 
the Deutschland has not yet cleared. 
But it is pretty certain that he will 
not tell anybody when her clear- 
ance papers are filed. Even if he 
does the legal requirements do not 
require Capt. Koenig to get out of 
port as soon as she has filed her 
papers. . 

ANOTHER U BOAT COMING. 

While much speculation as to 


when the Deutschland will get away 
is rife, interest centers in the report 
that another submarine is en route 
here. This is the Bremen, a sister 
ship to, the Deutschland, and, ac- 
cording to well-informed persons 
close to the officials of the local 
agents, the second “ boat is due 
here any time, and is even expected 
before the departure of the Deutsch- 
land. Preparations are being made 
at the dock of the Eastern Forward- 
ing Company for the accommoda- 
tion of another vessel. This, it is 
said, will lay on the other side of 
the dock containing the Deutsch- 
land, and alongside of the interned 
steamer Nekar. The dock on this 
side is now being dredged, pre- 
sumably in preparation for the 
Bremen. 

The boat presented quite a dif- 
ferent appearance today than that 
of her arrival.

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MAKE THE RAILWAYS 


Government to Take Over and Operate the Properties. 
New Light on National Guard: Mobilization.

T. LOUIS, July 17. — Are the 
railway unions forcing a general 
strike in order that the govern- 

ment may take over the railroads 
and run them as great political ma- 
chines {fnstead of as common car- 
riers? It is admitted the labor unions 
would be pleased to have political 
bosses instead of practical mana- 
gers who insfst upon something re- 
sembling service. 

Declaring that the United States 
government was better prepared now 
than ever before to operate the rail- 
roads of the country, J. J. Keegan, 
commissioner of the Department of 
Labor, predicted the government 
would take over the roads should 
the four great railroad brotherhoods 
call a strike of their members, 

Keegan said that once the gov- 
ernment took charge of the roads 
the men would go to work immedi- 
ately. He based this assertion on the 
fact that the government had long 
since recognized the eight-hour day, 
one of the bones of contention in the 
present controversy between the men 
and employers. 

Keegan, who is in St. Louls as 
mediator between the Missouri Pa- 
eific and ita track men, who threat- 
en to strike, would not say plans 
had been ‘formulated to take over 
the roads However, he said, ac- 
cording to his information, this step 


Cannot be avoided if the men leave 
their posts. He said he was prac- 
tically satisfied that the four broth- 
erhoods would vote to strike.. 

But I cannot conceive that either 
the railroads or the. brotherhoods 
will let a break occur,” he said. “A 
compromise seems more probable. 
However, should a break occur and 
nearly a half million men leave their 
work, paralyzing transportation and 
threatening starvation to the nation, 
the government would act in twen- 
ty-four hours. 

“It could do nothing else. Every 
railroad in the country would be 
seized, and once these roads pass 
into the control of the United States 
they would never again be returned 
to private ownership.“ 4

ITNEYS ATTACKED 
ON MORAL GROUND. 


IN BATTLE FOR AND AGAINST 
BEACH ORDINANCE. 


Santa Monica’s Assistant Chief of 


It is more than likely that when 
the case comes to an issue, the City 
of Santa Monica will defend on moral 
grounds, its action in passing the 
jitney bus ordinance. Assistant Chief 
of Police Ferguson filed an affidavit 
yesterday, reciting an instance of a 
penniless girl, afraid to walk home, 
who surrendered herself to a jitney 
bus driver and later he charged her 
in the police station with failing to 
pay her fare. The story was ex- 
tracted from the girl by the police 
officialsfi who had the driver's license 
revoked. 

The 
fended the attack on the ordinance 
in the injunction suit of F. R. 
Fietcher and other jitney-bus own- 
ers operating between Los Angeles 
and Santa Monica. The owners de- 
clare the ordinance is discriminatory 
and was framed in the interest of the 
Pacific Electric. A temporary re- 
straining order was issued by Judge 
Jackson and this will remain in force 
until the questions raised are de- 
cideG by Judge Works, who heard 
the argument for and against the 
ordinance yesterday. 

The principal point raised was 
whether or not the City Commission 
of Santa Monica had a right to make 
the ordinance an emergency meas- 
ure. It was passed June 27 last. 
The court held with Santa Monica 
that the commissioners had a right 
to classify the jitney-bus men; that 
it was not class legislation to make 
a distinction between the loca) jit- 
neys and those operating between 
Los Angeles and Santa Monica. The 
interurban jitn®y owners say the ef- 
fect of the ordinance will be to put 
them out of business. 

The city alleges the town-to-town 
jitmeys encourage young persons to 
stay at the beach resorts until the 
last electric train has left and, hav- 
ing induiged in liquor, to make their 
ways home in the jitneys, all of 
which is against good morals. The 
jitney owners deny this.

You 
ought to leave a better heritage 
than the memory that you were the 
lying tool of the Kinney Company 
to rob the people out of their God- 
given rights and privileges.” 

Thomas W. Aisbitt is named with 
other defendants in the libel suits 
for $60,000 damages each, filed by 
Trustees Smart and Lewis of Venice 
for certain alleged false statements 
made in a petition seeking to call 
an election to seleg successors to 
the Trustees.

“Weare all interested in the ques- 
tion of child labor. In the few 
States in which it exists it is (che 
result of an out-of-date industrial 
condition. If the States in interest 
will not remove the biot, it is the 
duty of the nation to do so, and I 
will support the necedsary legisla- 
tion to that end. 

“Our government is our largest 
business concern, and the worst run. 
No private business could exist on 
the basis on which our affairs are 
operated. We must have intelli- 
gent and practical business meth- 
ods applied to correct the evils. The 
budget system for expenditures is 
the most important of these. It has 
been estimated that we are wasting 
$300,000,000 per year. This is a 
kind of work with which I have had 
large experience, and to which I 
propose to devote myself.

The word to go ahead with the 
manufacture of steel pipe for the ir- 
rigation system in San Fernando Wa- 
ter District No. 2 was given by the 
Board of Supervisors yesterday.

Pingree, who is one of the 
heaviest stockholders in the 
sugar plant at Visalia, and a 
committee of Bondholders of 
the Corcoran plant, including 
Mr. Bush, Henry Zitt of San 
Diego and George Hanna of 
this city. | 

Associated with Mr. Pingree 
in the purchase is A. E. Nick- 
erson of San Francisco, also 
a heavy stockholder in the 
Visalia plant. 

The Corcoran plant was 
constructed in 1908 and cost 
approximately $1,000,000.

Coming practically direct from 
London, Andrew Weir, eminent Eng- 
lish ship owner, oll magnate and 


yesterday afternoon and went to the 
Beverly Hills Hotel for an indefinite 


stay. He was met at the Santa Fe

of the Union Ol Company: Alex 
Slater. vice-president of the same 
concern, and J. T. Currie, Mr. Weir's 
8 and representative in this 
eit y. 

This is the first visit of Mr. Weir 
to Los Angeles in over a year. Two 
years ago he carried through the 
deal which led to the securing of an 
option on some $15,000,000 treasury 
stock of the Union Oll Com Y. 
which option was subsequently can- 
celled, owing to the outbreak of the 
European war. While one of the 
reasons for his present trip is to 
look over the: interests he already 
holds in the Union Oil Company, and 
also in General Petroleum, it is 
clearly understood that Mr. Weir has 
other new projects which he will 
carry to completion at the end ‘of 
the war. 

It is known that the interest 
which Mr. Weir represents have long 
been anxicus to secure a strong foot- 
hold in the oil flelds of this country, 
and it will be only a matter of time 
until they accomplish this. They 
already have a big interest in the re- 
organized General Petroleum Com- 
pany, and a holding of Union Oil 
stock that runs into several mil- 
lions. It is believed that they will 
carry out their original intention of 
purchasing the remainder of the 
treasury stock of the Union Of! Com- 
pany, following the close of the war. 

Mr. Weir declined to discuss any 
phase of the purpose of his visit to 
Los Angeles yesterday. He will re- 
main here for several weeks, and 
possibly longer. He will go over 
thoroughly during his stay the Sit- 
uation of the General Petroleum 
Company, which is now looking for- 
ward to a bright future.

K* NEED OF PREPAREDNESS. 
The local interest of Los Angeles alone 
in preparedness is very great. The destroy- 
able property in this city and county, con- 
servatively estimated, amounts in value to 
more than two billions of dollars, besides 
bullion, precious metal and securities in 
vaults and safes of immense and unas- 
certainable value. A bombardment and the 
resulting destruction by fire would bank- 
rupt half of the insurance companies in the 
country, and the ransom that might be ex- 
acted to forego such bombardment would 
exhaust all public and private cash re- 
sources. 

The Japanese have war vessels carrying 
guns with a range beyond that of any of our 
coast defenses. These could best be met by 
submarines, of which we ought to have a 
dozen at San Pedro, Long Beach, Redondo 
and Santa Monica.

Where 
could an adequate force be obtained to meet

expects it. Such preparedness is simply a 
form of insuring national integrity, with the 
additional merit of promoting a spirit of 
patriotism and love of country among the 
people of the nation.

We have learned from the great war in 
Europe what preparedness means. It was 
preparedness of the army that enabled Ger- 
many to make great initial gains of terri- 
tory. It wds preparedness on the part of 
France and Belgium that checked the Ger- 
man offensive when it was almost at the 
gates of the French capital. It was the 
preparedness of the English navy that saved 
the seaports of France from her enemy, 
without which the initially more powerful 
military machine of Germany would have 
swept through the French republic. It was 
the preparedness of the English navy that 
saved the British islands from invasion by 
a foe which, in the beginning, was capable 
of putting ten trained soldiers into the field 
to England's one. 

We have seen little Belgium forced into 
war. Switzerland, with her proportionally 
large reserve army, is at peace in the midst 

war. If she had not been prepared her 

t might be that of ,Belgium—her men 
at war, her homes ransacked, her people 
outraged. 

The United States is one of the greatest 


nations in the world. Prepared against war 


in proportion to its vast resources of men 
and material would mean that no country 
in the whole world could conquer this re- 
public. Today the country is not prepared. 
Preparedness is an issue that overshad- 
ows all others. Preparedness means to es- 
tablish a sound and effective insurance 


against disaster in war and to elevate our 


nation to a position which will be as nearly 
a perfect guaranty of peace as can be con- 
ceived. “We will never seek war because 
we are ready for it; we shall not become 
a fighting nation unless we are forced to 
fight. But if war should come, and we are 
not ready for it, we may cease to be a 
nation at all.”

(1.) Twelve militia divisions have 
been called out. They have no aero- 
nautic equipment outside of the few 
aeroplanes supplied by public sub- 
scriptions. It is provided in the or- 
ganization tables of 1914 that each 
militia division should have an aero 
squadron. Each squadron will cost for 

lon, equipment and main- 
tenance for One year $800,000, mak- 
ing a total of $9,600,000. 

(2.) For the four regular divisions 
of the army are required four aero 
squadrons as provided for by the 
organization tables. The cost of or- 
ganization, equipment and mainte- 
nance of each squadron for one year 
3 making a total of $3,200,- 


(3.) For the three coast artillery 
districts there should be six aero 
squadrons. In Europe there are al- 
lowed three aeroplanes for each bat- 
tery, so as to always have one ready 
for alr service. We have seventy- . 
three Forts, with an average of three 
batteries to each fort, or 324 bat- 
teries in all. To allow only six aero 
squadrons for artillery service is to 
allow the very minimum. The cost 
of organization, equipment and 
maintenance of an aero squadron 
* one — is $800,000. The total 


| are needed immediately and past 
experience and European practice 
have shown that only one-third of 
the men trained for aviation usually 
qualify for military service, to get 
three hundred aviators needed it 
will, therefore, be necessary to train 
nine hundred men. o train these 
men it is necessary to allow one 
aeroplane in operation and one in 
reserve for every four men, making 
a total of 450 aeroplanes needed to 
train nine hundred men and keep 
them in training until they have 
been included in the aero corps. 
Training aeroplanes cost an average 
of $7500 each, making a total for 
training machines of $3,375,000. 

(5.) To train and keep training 
between three hundred and six htn- 
dred men will require ten aviation 
schools, or one school for every 
thirty students, the time required to 
train each in military aeronautics 
being between three and four 
months. To establish these schools, 
which are to de partly schools for 
training and partly schools for grad- 
uating, will cost about $500,000 for 
each school, or a total of $5,000,000. 

(6.) Whereas dirigibles and kite 
or observation balloons are badly 
needed and are invaluable for cer- 
tain purposes, it is necessary to 
take steps to provide them. It is 
recommended that $2,000,000 be al- 
lowed for this purpose to remain 
available until spent. 

(7.) For a motor competition, 
testing of automatic stabilizers and 
other devices ahd aeroplanes prom- 
ising to develop inherent or auto- 


“safety competition” and other sim- . 
ar development intended to in- 
crease the safety, ease of operation 
and usefulness of aeroplanes it is 
recommended that the sum 
$1,000,000 be made available.
